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kh. To 1948 the Polytechnic School of Bucharest was divided into Institutes to allow 
for specialization. The School of orestry in Bucharest was thus re-named the 
Ine situte of Forestry, and it was moved to Stalin and i peas Mol devenesc. 


The cultivation and preservation of forests is studied here. here is still an 
Institute of Forestry in Bucharest which studizs the exploitation and 
incustrialization of wood, 


2. The Institute for the exploitation and industrialization of wood has the 
following sections: furniture, factories, water transportation, and exploita~ 
‘tier, Students specialize in one of these branches. The professors at this 
Insitute are of a low caliber which ia also evident in the caliber of the 
graiuetes. Jon Cretu, who is a professor at the Forestry Institute in Stalin, 
has only a two year high school educetion. Courses in Varxism-Leninism are 
als» taught at this Institute. 


4, After 1948 the students at this Institute received some practical experience. 
Lectures Were suspended for two weeks to allow students te visit Lumber 
factories and forests. Ona visit to a pine forest the informant and his fellow 
ssudants had to dig holes to plar:s pine trees. Ona visit tio a lumber factory 
in Staelin the students had to cu: eight cubic meters of pine wood a day. The 
factcry has two Soviet mechanical saws of poor quality. Two other saws could 
eut up to 30 cubic meters of luvber a day. 


4. The above lumber factory hed three categories of wood. Categories one and tivo 
are for export to the Soviet Uaion. Category three lumber is for domestic 
consumption and for export te Turkey, Israel, and Australia, Dried oak end 
other hard woods are exporte: only to the Soviet Union. Oak requires eight 
to ten years to dry, but Soviet demands for sak are heavy and lebcratories were 
established to find chemicei means for the quick drying of oak to meet this 
comand, The laboratories ere located som@vhere between Bucherest end Ploesti. 


S, ‘he modern lumber factory ut Zarnesti, 40 kilometers from Staelin, hos five buzz 
saws, and can cut up to 15) cubic meters of wood a day. Lumber is ef good 
quality, and it is used in aircraft construction and musical instruments. About 
500 meters from this a Zarnesti paper factory, the second largest 
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ou Rumania after the Letea paper factory in Bacau, 


ibout two and one-half kilometers from Stalin on the Bucharest-Stalin road ig 

che Steagul Resu Factory cuploying 2,000 workers, Railroad cars md parts are 
wanufactured at this factory. tach month 250 railroad cars painted red with 
black lines at the edges, and red petroleum tankers, ere exported to the 

v“oviet Union. They have the initials C.C.C.P, painted on than. The cars ere ° 
sont toe Galati, and transferred to the Soviet gauge line. A Soviet commission 

om Galati receives the cars. For every dey of delay in delivering the cers,

#bout one kilometer from Stalin on the Bucharest-Stelin line is the “trungel 
Factory employing 800 to 1,000 workors. Informant belioves the factory manufactures 
iachines and spare parts. 


In Stalin 400 to 500 meters fran the center of the town there is a textile mill 
tnd two machine factorias,

f41 forests belonging to peasants which Were larger than 10 hectares were taken 
by the State. Hofore a peasant may cut Wood from his forest he must receive 
reior approval from the State, forests in the Soveja arsa are being cut 10 to 
$3 years ahead of schedule. 


Of the 40,000 carloads of forest cut in the Soveja region, more than three. 
‘garters was deposited on the top of the Rotund Hill, in the Onesti~l’usinoasle 
:egion. This weed is dravm dawn a sluicavay three kilometers in length to a 
‘arrow gauge railroad 760 ma. in width, From here it is shipped to Onesti and 
“nea to the Soviet Union, The reneining one-fourth is distributed to the workers

ia the Soveja region allegedly there are partisans who have weapons left over 
ty the Germans, They are led by a 25 yeer old former medical student at the 
Caiversity of Cluj named Ealen, On 20 August 1950 about twenty-five partisans 
“nd men of the village of Soveja attempted te seize the village. About 70 men 
were arrested and sent to Focsani. The authorities found the partisans? 
tmmnition hut stored with cheesa, flour, and corn flour. 


ia the fall of 1950, partisans in the village of Barsesti, 15 kilometers south 
of Soveja, seized the post office and telegraph office, and locked up the 
“oumunist officials and Wilitie. iWhen Rumenien troops arrived the pertisans 
“ere Poreed to withdraw, 


to quell these partisan groups Runanian troops have boen sent to Soveja, "very 
norning hundreds of troops and Militiamen on horseback soarch the surrounding 
Loresats for partisans. Up to 15 November 1950 no partisans had been discovered. 
‘AL villages and their environs are guarded by soldiers and the Militia, and 


“ecret apents are scattered around the villages. 
the chief of the Seouritate in Soveja is Lieutenant Gheorrhe. 
Engineers who were sant out to survey forests in the Soveja area wera stopped 


by partisans, Engineer Paul Pepescu was stopped and his compass was taken fron 
hime The informant found cardboard tipped cagarettes with the word Liberation 


tartisans are also in the Vrancea regions They prevented forestry enginvers 
‘som doing their work. This was reported to the !inistry of Forestry which 
-eplied that "this was » lie.” 
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On 15 Novenber 1950 @ partisan named Ion Ranzaru who cane to Soveja to get 
food was captured. le was armed with two pistols. 


About four hundred netere northeast of the Tecuci station tl ore is an eirfield 
with three hangars, In the last months of 1949 heavy twin-ongined Soviet: 
planes Were located here. Near this airficld are two Sovict barracks bil leting 
the guards of the airfield. Hear the barracks, in formor Rumenian barracks, 
is an @ircraft training center.
